FLING AT SAM UEL GOMPERS 


Embodied in Report to National Asso­ 
ciation of Manufacturers. 
New York, May 18.—An attack on 
“methods of organized labor” broke 
the otherwise calm routine of the 
first day’s session of the National As­ 
sociation of Manufacturers, which con­ 
vened at the Waldorf-Astoria. 
This 
arraignment of certain phases of la­ 
bor unions, including a fling at Sam­ 
uel Gompers, president of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor, wras em­ 
bodied in a report of the committee 
on Industrial education, of which An­ 
thony Ittner pf St. Louis Is chairman. 
After much discussion the report was 
referred BB a special committee after 
the convention had gone on record as 
endorsing not an attack on organized 
labor, per se, but “methods of or­ 
ganized labor.” 
The attitude of delegates was made 
clear when the motion to refer the re­ 
port to a special committee was made. 
Then Mr. Ittner rose and offered a 
suggestion, “that this committee to 
which the report is to be referred 
have the power to emasculate anything 
In the report that might appear to 
the members as improper as an un­ 
fair attack upon labor.” He added 
that “we do not fight the labor or­ 
ganizations by themselves; we con­ 
sider them beneficial, but we sight 
methods of organized labor—and some 
cf them are damnable.” His state­ 
ments were followed by applause and 
the motion was adopted.

St. Paul, May 18.—Tossing on her 
cot in the hospital division of the 
county jail. Miss Louise Arbogast, who. 
was arraigned before Judge 
Hugo 
Hanft on the charge of the murder 
of her father, during the entire night 
spent the hours in staring silence, 
broken only at intervals by irrational 
mutterings, at the end of which she 
would start with a low cry of fear 
and horror. 
The accused girl was attended con­ 
stantly by a trained nurse, who had 
every facility at hand for calling the 
wardens at the least need for assist­ 
ance. Following the appearance in 
the police court of the accused girl, 
she has stoutly maintained her inno­ 
cence, calling on heaven to stand by 
her in her guiltlessness and defend 
her. 
J. H. Beek, who has taken charge 
of the affairs of the family since the 
murder of Louis Arbogast last Thurs­ 
day morning, will probably retain a 
lawyer to conduct the defense of Miss 
Arbogast. 
The defense will undoubt­ 
edly be insanity. Under the usual 
procedure the district court will ap- 
f point a commission to examine into 
the accused’s sanity and she will be 
taken to an asylum lf found dement­ 
ed. The county attorney’s office is 
willing to permit a plea of insanity to 
go unchallenged, it is said.

Duluth, May 18.—The five-months’- 
eld s<*Cof Mr. and Mrs. John Zubtz 
of EveUkh accidentally killed itself in 
its baby carriage. The child was left 
alone in the carriage for a short time, 
and when the mother returned she 
found that the baby had gotten its 
head between some of the frames that 
beld the top and was dead from 
strangulation. 


London, May 18.—George Meredith, 
the English novelist, died at 3:35 this 
morning. The immediate cause of 
death was heart failure. 
Mr. Meredith’s illness began on 
May 15. and he had steadily declined 
since that time. 
George Meredith was bbm in Hamp­ 
shire, Feb. 12, 1828. On the occasion 
of his eightieth birthday he was 
showered with congratulations from 
all parts of the world and was visited 
by a deputation headed by Anthony 
Trollope and presented with an ad­ 
dress signed 
by Algernon Charles 
Swineburne, 
Thomas 
Hardy, 
John 
Morley and more than IOO leaders in 
art, letters and scholarships. 
Mr. Meredith was educated partly In 
Germany and was brought up in the 
law, which he quitted for literature. 
His first book, “Poems,” appeared in 
1851 and was followed in rapid suc­ 
cession by various novels and addi­ 
tional poems apd ballads. “Diana of 
the 
Crossways” 
was published 
in 
1885, and "One of Our Conquerers” in 
1890. “Lord Ormont and His Amin- 
ta” appeared in the summer of 1894 
and was followed In 1895 by “The 
Amazing Marriage,” which is sup­ 
posed to introduce as hero the late 
Robert Louis Stevenson. 
In 
1892 
appeared 
the 
“Empty 
Purse,” a volume of poems, and in 
the autumn of that year Mr. Mere­ 
dith was elected president of the in­ 
corporated society of authors In suc­ 
cession to Lord Tennyson.

Receiver Appointed tor the Firm

TO LOW ER FREIGHT RATES 


Railroads Will Reduce Them About 
Fifteen Per Cent. 
Chicago, May 18.—A new freight 
rate schedule from all territory east 
of the Missouri river to all W estern 
cities not located on the Pacific coast 
will go Into effect on transcontinental 
lines July I. 
The new rates will be based upon 
rates which the interstate commerce 
commission ordered railroads to put 
on from St. Paul and Chicago to Spo­ 
kane and will be an average reduction 
under the present rates of about 15 
per cent. 
The railroads decided to do this in­ 
stead of fighting the order of the com­ 
mission in the courts. This decision 
came as a result of the visit of J. C. 
Stubbs, traffic director of the Harri­ 
man lines, to the commission In W ash­ 
ington last week. 


T JU jp S HELO RESPONSIBLE 


Interesting Variation From the Usual 
Run of Failures—Liabilities Esti­ 
mated at a Million Dollars and As­ 
sets at Half of That Amount—Firm 
Had Branch Offices in Chicago, Mil­ 
waukee, Louisville and Other Cities. 


New York, May 18.—In the appoint­ 
ment of a receiver for Tracy ic Co., 
members of the New York Stock Ex­ 
change and the Chicago Board of 
Trade, Wall street had a million dol­ 
lar failure with an interesting varia­ 
tion from the usual. Taxicabs, not 
stock manipulation cr market condi­ 
tions, are said to be indirectly respon­ 
sible for the firm’s troubles. 
While 
no announcement as to the exact 
oause of the failure has been made, E. 
A. Benedict, receiver, said that he un­ 
derstood that money lost in backing a 
local taxicab concern figured in the 
outside ventures. The firm has no 
stock exchange obligations. The to­ 
tal liabilities are estimated at $1,000,- 
000, the assets at half that amount. 
Beth these sums are approximate. 
News of the firm’s failure came out 
with the filing of an involuntary peti­ 
tion in bankruptcy in the United 
States district court, but as it was 
rather late in the day no official no­ 
tice was received at the stock ex­ 
change. 
Mr. 
Benedict was quickly 
named as receiver and gave bond for 
$50,000. 
There wrere only three petitioning 
creditors. They ar® Henry F. Wood­ 
ward, $3,500; William G. Austin, $100, 
and William A. Scott, $307. 
The firm of Tracy & Co. was orga­ 
nized in 1905. 
it consists of William 
W. Tracy, R. D. Covington and Frede­ 
ric!: W. Parker. 
Mr. Parker was the 
board member. 
Tracy and Covington 
were in conference with the receiver, 
but they declined to make any state­ 
ment. 
Mr. Parker has been abroad 
for several months. 
Among stock exchange houses with 
Chicago connections, the embarrass­ 
ment of the firm caused little surprise. 
The situation is regarded by friends 
of Mr. Tracy as a result, at least in 
part, of proposed taxicab legislation 
pending before the local board of al­ 
dermen. When a hearing was held 
with regard to proposed legislation 
tome weeks ago, an attorney for taxi­ 
cab interests announced to the com­ 
mitteemen of the board that any re­ 
duction In the rate of fare might mean 
bankruptcy for some persons interest­ 
ed. But the proposed bill was report­ 
ed, though further consideration was 
postponed. 
Besides the main New York office 
in Wall street, the firm maintained lo­ 
cal branches In West Thirty-third 
street and at the Hotel Gotham. 
It 
had other offices in Chicago, St. Louis, 
Louisville. Milwaukee and New Haven, 
Conn.

Banker Testifies in Trial of Patrick 
Calhoun at San Francisco. 
San Francisco, May 18.—Rudolph 
Spreckels, the San Francisco hanker 
who contributed $100,000 to prosecute 
an inquiry into municipal conditions 
In 1906, was called to the witness 
stand in the bribery trial of Patrick 
Calhoun. He 
gave a detailed 
ac­ 
count of his reasons for opposing Mr. 
Calhoun’s plans for railway develop­ 
ment and of the manner In which he 
became a supporter of the prosecution. 
Assistant District Attorney Heney, 
replying to a statem ent by one of the 
attorneys for the defense, declared 
that he had thrown down the bars, 
had summoned Mr. Spreckels as a 
witness for the first time in any of 
the bribery trials, and that he stood 
ready to meet any line of inquiry the 
defense might choose.

SHOT DOWN BY HOLD-UP MAN 


Minneapolis Fireman Killed in Trying 
to Interoept Fugitive. 
Minneapolis, May 18.—While trying 
to intercept a holdup man who was 
making a desperate effort to escape 
from pursuing detectives, John Mc­ 
Namara, lieutenant of truck No. 2, 
Engine Company No. I, was shot and 
fatally injured. 
He died an hour later 
at the city hospital. 
The man who did the shooting was 
captured after a chase which led 
through streets and alleys, and he is 
now locked up at central police sta­ 
tion. 
He gave the name of Frank Erick­ 
son and said that he is a Russian 
Pole. 


discusses the Emery Case With the 
Nicaraguan Commissioner. 
Washington, 
May 
18.—President 
Taft talked very plainly to Pedro 
Gonzales* who came from Nicaragua 
as a special commissioner to settle 
the Emery case, which has been a 
source of irritation between the two 
governments for several years and 
came near resulting in a rupture of 
friendly relations between them. 
Mr. Gonzales expressed the opinion 
that the difficulties connected with 
the Emery case were not of such a 
nature as to interrupt or even to les­ 
sen the cordiality of relations between 
the two governments and might be 
disposed of within a short time by a 
definite agreement. 
In his reply, the president empha­ 
sized his understanding that the en­ 
voy had complete authority to sign a 
definite settlem ent of the Emery case 
and added: 
“In performing the acts which con­ 
stitute your mission, I need not as­ 
sure that you will be received by this 
government with that equitable and 
kindly disposition which has always 
characterized the attitude of the Unit­ 
ed 
States 
toward 
Nicaragau 
and 
which, coupled with mutual trust, sin­ 
cerity and regard for Justice is the 
only continued ground for relations.” 
Senor Gonzales is authorized to set­ 
tle the case either by compromise or 
by arbitration and negotiations will 
begin promptly with attorneys of the 
Emery company. 
Their claim runs 
Into the millions, which leads to the 
belief that recourse to arbitration will 
be necessary.

STRANGE CASE IN 
CANADA 


Caesarian Operation Kills Woman Sup­ 
posed to Have Been Dead. 
Winnipeg, Man., May 18.—Investiga­ 
tion into the death of Mrs. Loust, a 
young French woman, which occurred 
recently at St. Louent settlement forty 
miles northeast of this city, made by 
police authorities developed startling 
facts. Just before the expected birth 
of a child this woman, attended only 
by neighbors, no doctor being pres­ 
ent, went into convulsions and was 
supposed by those present to have 
died. A priest was called in and he 
said an effort should be made to save 
the life of the unborn child, so at his 
request neighbors performed the Cae­ 
sarian operation by means of an ordi­ 
nary razor and delivered the child 
alive. But the mother was not dead 
and during the progress of the rude 
operation revived and by her shrieks, 
she not being under an anesthetic, 
showed the agony she was enduring, 
but it was too late to desist and the 
operation was completed, the mother 
dying at its close. 
The child is living 
yet and was baptised by the priest. 
The police will make a number of ar­ 
rests. 


Washington, May 18.—A ruling by 
Speaker Cannon prevented, perhaps, 
the reopening in the house of old 
wounds of the Civil war. Mr. Hol­ 
lingsworth of Ohio sought to justify 
as a matter of privilege his recent 
resolution objecting to the placing of 
the portrait of Jefferson Davis on the 
silver service to be presented to the 
battleship Mississippi because of edi­ 
torials in certain Southern newspa­ 
pers hurling all sorts of epithets at 
him. Thf editorials were read. 
The speaker declared that, as the 
editorials did not attack Mr. Hollings 
worth in his representative, capacity, 
he could not continue. 
The result of 
Mr. Hollingsworth’s attempt was to 
get Into the congressional record a 
number of uncomplimentary remarks 
about himself and with nothing to off­ 
set them. As the editorials were read 
In turn the house was convulsed with 
laughter.

Cleveland. O., May 18.—The Cleve­ 
land police have learned that a threat 
has been made to dynamite the home 
of Judge A. W. Williams in Mercer, 
Pa., unless he lends his efforts to­ 
ward obtaining a new trial for James 
Boyle and wife, recently convicted 
before him on the charge of kidnap­ 
ping Willie W hitla. 
The threats were sent in an anony­ 
mous letter, postmarked Cleveland 
and signed "A Friend of the Boyles.” 
It warned Judge Williams that unless 
he did as the w riter ordered, his home 
would be blown up and himself and 
family killed. 
Judge Williams 
says he is not 
alarmed by the letter, which has been 
turned over to the postal authorities. 


DISCUSSES THE INCOME TAX 


Senator Sutherland of Utah Makes an 
Extended Speech. 
Washington, May 
18.—A compre­ 
hensive discussion of the income tax 
by Senator Sutherland of Utah and 
an extended speech by Senator Depew 
in support of the pending tariff bill 
consumed most of the session of the 
senate. Mr. Sutherland argued against 
the constitutionality of a federal In­ 
come tax law and declared that such 
a tax should be left as a means of 
revenue for the states.

Granite Falls, Minn., May 18.—A 
Sioux Indian by the name of Thomas 
Quinn, whose home is at Sesseton, S. 
D., was shot and killed here by Will­ 
iam O’Connor of Sacred Heart. O’Con­ 
nor and his wife had come up from 
Sacred Heart for the purpose of fish­ 
ing in the Minnesota river. Quinn 
was here visiting his relatives and 
was sitting on the bank opposite from 
O’Connor fishing when O’Connor took 
out a revolver and commenced firing 
into the river, notwithstanding, it is 
said, the river bank on both sides was 
lined with people fishing, and a bul­ 
let from his revolver passed through 
Ouinn’s heart, killing him instantly. 
The body was sent back to Sisseton. 
Quinn was a wealthy Indian farmer.

The decision of the conference 
was to suspend judgment upon Dr. Os­ 
bron and bls methods until the next 
Annual conference. 
The conference did not indorse Dr. 
Osbron's endeavors to mix metaphys­ 
ics and preaching. He bad not asked 
for indorsement — only a chance to 
make a test, and that was granted. Al­ 
ready seventy-five patients have ap­ 
plied to him, and in less than a month 
the Ozark camp may be opened. 
The Emmanuel movement in Kan­ 
sas City as led by Dr. Osbron bad 
"reached such proportions a few months 
ago as to cause complaints that the 
leader could not take care of it and 
his church routine at the same {line. 
So, actuated by complaints made to 
him in a mass meeting beld In his 
church and by the warnings of certain 
of his colleagues in the ministry, Dr. 
Osbron banded in his resignation, and 
when the state conference met at Se­ 
dalia in last April he asked that body 
just what attitude the church was go­ 
ing to take toward mental science and 
its allied branches. The ministers and 
leading laymen of the church answer­ 
ed in effect, “We do not indorse you, 
but we will stand by you as interested 
spectators and watch you for a year 
before we render judgment.” 
In 1905 this same minister while 
Stationed at Jackson, Mo., stirred the 
M. E. Church South with a similar 
question and was censured, then vin­ 
dicated. His own account of that af­ 
fair is that ever since his boyhood lie 
bas been a student of psychology, 
psycho-therapy, mental science, spirit­ 
ualism and even of the tricks of the 
conjurer and that he prepared a lec­ 
ture on “Mind and Mystery,” embody­ 
ing the results of his studies and giv­ 
ing practical demonstrations of the 
fakes that are often practiced. 
He announced that he would give 
the lecture and set the date. 
The 
board of directors of his church asked 
t him not to do so, saying that they did 
not wish to antagonize a strong com­ 
munity of spiritualists living near 
Jackson, in the town of Millerville. 
Dr. Osbron’s answer was brief, “I will 
give the lecture.’* 
He did and immediately afterward 
■was asked to resign. With the con­ 
sent of his bishop he left his charge, 
then spent the summer continuing to 
give the lecture that had caused the 
trouble. In September he had tired of 
dress suits and kerosene footlights and 
asked to be given a charge. This was 
refused. So when the M. E. Church 
South met in conference at Birming­ 
ham, Ala., he went there to petition 
the committee on episcopacy. Though 
he tried several times to get a hear­ 
ing, he was shut out What to do next 
under snch circumstances puzzled him. 
The problem finally was solved for 
him by a reporter, who called in half 
a. dozen other Qfiwspaper men ajid told 


Dr. Osbron to detail to them the cir­ 
cumstances of his case. The follow­ 
ing day the minister got a hearing 
without delay. The bishop who had 
been most prominent in the attack 
was censured, and Dr. Osbron was 
given the desired credentials. He used 
these papers to gain entrance to the 
main body of the M. E. church. 
He went to Kansas City in August, 
1907, after two years in southern Mis­ 
souri. In the spring of 1908 he again 
began giving the lecture on “Mind and 
Mystery” and made, It Is said, a num­ 
ber of cures by psycho-tberapby and 
suggestion. 
His fame spread until 
the patients—by his own confession— 
took up almost as much time as the 
pastorate. 
Then trouble began. 
Some of the 
congregation pointed out that in their 
day Methodist ministers didn’t study 
conjurer’s tricks or dabble in hypnotism 
or expose the “act” of the Bangs sis­ 
ters, and they said they didn’t intend 
to have the name of the Bennington 
Heights church used lo connection 
with such things. 
And when it be­ 
came necessary to hire a deaconess to 
help Dr. Osbron with his church rou­ 
tine and patients began to come in 
from out of town to be treated the 
dissatisfied members grumbled louder 
and louder. 
So many patients came after a few 
more weeks that Dr. Osbron prudently 
trained some assistants to help him 
treat—“started a school,” his enemies 
said. 
Ther came the mass meeting 
and the resignation.—New York World.

UNIQUE PLEA POR PARDON. 


“Kiek Ma Out or I’ll Corrupt Prison 
Morals,” Conviet Wrota Govarnor. 
Governor Walter R. Stubbs of Kan­ 
sas recently received a peculiar letter 
from a prisoner in the Kansas peni­ 
tentiary. Usually the letters the gov­ 
ernor receives are that the prisoner Is 
not guilty at all, or if guilty he did 
not mean to do it and just forgot him­ 
self or let his temper get away with 
bim. 
But there Is one prisoner who 
offered a different reason for the gov­ 
ernor letting him out of the prison. 
Here It Is: 
a 
Judging from w hat I have read and 
from conversations held with prisoners In 
this penitentiary, I have arrived at the 
conclusion that I am about the only guilty 
scam p in this place. 
I cannot plead in­ 
nocence. I can’t w rite a classical poem, 
and I have no “dowers blooming in the 
conservatory of my soul.” 
You have no 
idea how lonesome this leaves ms. Better 
kick me out of here, lest I corrupt the 
m orals of the Institution. 
Every man In the penitentiary who 
believes himself wronged or Innocent 
Is convinced that he would be able to 
do society much good lf turned out by 
the governor. But a long time ago the 
governors learned that some of the 
prisoners had a mistaken Idea of their 
Innocence or usefulness, so it Is sel­ 
dom that a governor pays much atten­ 
tion to this kind of letters. Somehow 
or other it has become noised about 
that Governor Stubbs would encour­ 
age frankness In prisoners and that 
he expected at least some evidence of 
reform to convince him that some of 
the criminals were worthy of execu­ 
tive clemency. 
The governor receives all sorts of 
letters from prisoners, both in the 
prison and In the reformatory, every 
day, but the one received the other 
day was the most novel one of which 
there Is any record in the governor’s 
office. The letter contains much other 
matter referring to this prisoner's 
case, and that quoted is only a part 
of the letter. 
The governor declined 
to give out the name of the prisoner. 
Governor Stubbs Is considerably In­ 
terested In the man who wrote the 
letter, and It is possible that some ac­ 
tion may be taken in regard to his 
ease. 


CREEKS OUT OF THEIR BANKS 


One Woman Drowned in Flood in Ne­ 
braska. 
Lincoln, Neb., May 18.—A downpour 
of rain sent Salt and Antelope creeks 
out of their banks and residents liv­ 
ing in low land sections along the two 
streams were forced to call for as­ 
sistance to take their belongings to 
places of safety.

Professor Henry H. Clayton In E x ­ 
plaining His Project Bays Atlantic 
Flight Can Ba Mad* In Three or 
Four 
Day*— Rolios 
on 
Upper 
A ir 
Currents. 


A balloon trip across the Atlantic 
end possibly around the world is the 
object that Professor Henry H. Clay­ 
ton, scientist and aeronaut, had in view 
when he left his work as meteorologist 
at Blue Hill observatory a short time 
ago, says a Boston dispatch. Through 
his knowledge of the air currents Os­ 
car Erbsloh was able to win the inter­ 
national balloon cup in the flight from 
St. Louis in 1906, when the balloon 
Pommern traveled halfway across the 
continent. 
Before he makes the aerial voyage 
across the Atlantic Professor Clayton 
plans a test flight from San Francisco 
to the Atlantic coast. 
By taking advantage of the known 
upper currents of air which he has 
discovered during his long years of 
study Professor Clayton declares he 
can easily make the voyage from con­ 
tinent to continent In three or four 
days. These air currents, he says, are 
reached at a height of two miles above 
the earth. 
“Air travel is practical and is bound 
to supersede railroad trains and steam­ 
ships,” said he. 
“The equipment of such a balloon as 
I would need for the intercontinent 
voyage would amount to about $10,000. 
Already tentative offers have been 
made me toward the proper equipment 
of the balloon. 
“My idea is a balloon twice the size 
of the greatest now In use, say of the 
capacity of 200,000 cubic feet of gas. 
The necessary scientific instruments, 
ballast and two men would still leave 
a margin of sufficient lifting power. 
“I would have the gas bag a little 
more than half filled with hydrogen 
gas, so that as the balloon rose high 
In the air the gas might expand until 
It filled the envelope entirely. 
At 
night the balloon would shrink as the 
temperature fell, and at the same time 
the balloon would descend gradually. 
In the daytime, in the full glare of 
the sun’s rays, the gas would expand 
and the craft rise. 
“A gradual outlet of sand ballast 
would overcome the inevitable leakage 
of the gas which is bound to occur, 
no matter how tight the envelope Is 
made. With such a balloon as I hive 
planned the trip to Europe could be 
made with considerable lifting force to 
spare. 
“It would take three or four days to 
cross the Atlantic. 
With the present 
knowledge we have of the air currents 
It would not be Impossible to desig­ 
nate beforehand approximately where 
the balloon would touch In Europe 
and the number of hours required to 
make the voyage. 
“But, against emergencies, I would 
take along a lightly constructed boat 
as a balloon basket, so that if it sud­ 
denly became necessary to descend the 
boat might be floated upon the surface 
of the water and equipped with a 
small sail and stores sufficient to last 
until we were picked up.”

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WELLMAN t O T RY AGAIN. 


Amecioans Beek Him In Attempt to 
Fly to North Polo In Airship. 
Walter Wellman, the newspaper cor­ 
respondent, recently announced that he 
would this summer renew his effort to 
reach the north pole by means of a 
dirigible balloon or airship. 
All the 
preparations have been made, and Mr. 
ellman will soon sail for Paris aud 
orway. 
a 
This expedition will be under Mr. 
Wellman’s Individual ownership and 
responsibility. 
The capital has been 
supplied by Americans. No change has 
been made in the general plan of the 
expedition, which is to assemble and 
Inflate the airship at the headquarters 
station, Danes island, Spitsbergen, In 
June and July and to start thence 
northward through the air in August, 
provided the weather conditions make 
a start practicable with a reasonable 
chance for success. 
The airship to be used is the Amer­ 
ica, which had a trial in a voyage of 
about twenty miles at Spitsbergen a 
year ago last September. The owners 
of the Chicago Record-Herald have 
turned over to Mr. Wellman free of 
charge the airship, plant, buildings and 
machinery of Mr. Wellman’s former 
enterprise. 
The America, which is the second 
largest airship yet built—about three- 
fifths the size of the Zeppelin—has been 
reconstructed and improved by Engi­ 
neer Vaniman In the expedition work­ 
shops at Paris. If the America Is able 
to start next August, she will carry a 
crew of three men, 6,000 pounds of gas­ 
oline for the engines, food for a year, 
sledges, sledge dogs, a lifeboat and all 
the requisites of a sledging party. One 
member of the crew will be Chief En­ 
gineer Vaniman, an American, who 
was In charge of the ship’s engines on 
her trial voyage. 
The third member 
has not been selected. 
“The difficulty of getting a fair start 
with an airship designed to go to the 
pole is, of course, very great,” said Mr. 
Wellman. 
“Actually the period of ef­ 
fective work Is confined to about ten 
weeks. 
If delay or accident happens 
from any cause, it may be necessary to 
postpone the voyage till another year. 
Much depends upon the winds.”
